NEWS OF THE MORNKG. 


' Vice President Wheeler, the members 
of the Cabinet, Speaker Bauds!!, and a 
luge number of Congressmen have 
signed a call for an Irish relief mass 
meeting in Washington. 


The Senate Finance Committee yes- 


terday afternoon, after a discussion of 
Bayard's resolution to repeal the legal 
tender power of greenbacks, took a vote, 
which resulted in a decision to repoit it 
adversely. The votes in favor of its 
passage were cast by Bayard, Kernan 
Wallace and Merrill. Those against 
were Beck, Voorhees, Ferry and Allison.

THF CALIFORNIA BA1LROAD 
_ COHMWM9IOHRR* RRPORT. 


A few days ago we published that por- 


tion of GOT. Irwin's last message to toe 
California Legislature, pertaining to 
railroadfaffairs. His conclusions, rela- 
ting to the regulation of fares and 
freights were as follows: 


Manifestly the rates should be fixed 


with reference to producing a sufficient 
sum: 


First—To .pay operating expenses. 
Second—To keep the roads, equip- 


ments, etc., in repairs. 


Third—To pay a reasonable interest 


on the money actually invested in the 
construction and equipment of the road, 
etc. 


Capital invested in the construction 


of and in operating railroads is entitled 
to a reasonable return equally with cap- 
ital invested in other enterprises. 
The 


public, however, has a right to demand 
that the transportation companies shall 
not exact more for their services than 
what may be a reasonable return on the 
capital invested. 


Hon. 
B. F. Tnttle, Commissioner of 


Transportation, has just submitted his 
report for 1877-78 to the Legislature. 
Mr. Tuttle is a Democrat. Gov. Irwin 
is a Democrat. We are not endeavoring 
to make political capital by what we 
shall say on this subject. A political 
election takes place in Nevada this year, 
and this railroad question will begin to 
figure, as soon as the annual reports of 
the companies doing business in this 
State are filed next month.

To find the rate to Gait by 
water add the rail-rate from Sacramento, 
The latter is below the old wagon rate, 
and to the extent of the difference the 
shipper at Gait is benefited by the 
building of the road, to say nothing of 
time saved and convenience seeming. 
If the road terminated at Gait there 
would be no complaint, bat the new 
routi of 124 miles to San Francisco 
gives rise to tronble. The railroad com- 
pany must carry from San Francisco to 
Sacramento at tbe low water rate, which 
is below average cost of railroad trans- 
portation; but, if it derives a small profit 
from this source, it is enabled to make 
a reduction in rates between San Fraii- 
ciseo and Gait direct, and between Sac- 
ramento and Gait. It is obliged to 
charge the shippers at Gait more per 
ton per mile for the 121 miles to San 
Francisco than per tern per mile to Sac- 
ramento; bnt the total can in no case 
exceed the »um of the water and rail 
rate from San Francisco to Gait via 
Sacramento, elbe the latter wonld be 
the preferred route. There is no injus- 
tice in this to (he shipper at Gait. Com-

Thus, while the California 
railroads are empowered by law to 
charge IS cents a ton for freight and 10 
cents a mile for passengers, in fact the 
average charge for freight is 2.67 cents 
per ton per mile, while the average 
for passengers is about 3 cents per mile. 
The minimum freight charge, more- 
over, is very much lower than the aver- 


age.

per mile, and at this extremely low rate 
a very considerable and constantly in- 
creasing percentage of all the traffic is 
done.

California companies 


are making more moderate charges pro-

So, too, as to coal from Wy- 
oming mines, where unloaded 
cars 


most go one way; but if they can get 
freight, whatever they make is again 
enabling the carrier to run them loaded 
with coal. The merchant in Salt Lake 
can get goods cheaper in San Francisco 
than can the merchant of Virginia City, 
because he has the option of buying in 
the East or West markets with equal 
facilities of reaching them. The latter 
is confined to the Western market. 
Hence the San Francisco merchant will 
sell at a profit in Salt Lake which will 
not tempt him in Virginia City. Com- 
mercial law is inflexible, and legislative 
enactments cannot affect it, for it adapts 
itself to those differences founded on 
natural conditions. No road in Eng- 
land or America has ever brought its 
average charges up to the maximum al- 
lowed by their charters. 
A large vol- 


ume of business at reasonable, is more 
remunerative than a small volume at 
high rates, and roads recognize this. 


INFLEXIBLE RATES 


Have proved detrimental in whatever 
State attempted. 
Extortion should be 


'made known and punished; the op.erat- 
ting results of roads should be made 
public by Government authority, and 
unjust discrimination and unreasonable 
charges prohibited. Let Government

DISCRIMINATION- 


IS the charging more to one for like 
service under like circumstances than 
to another. Unjust discriminatioa im- 
plies a wrong demanding a remedy. 
Bat simple discrimination is but another 
term for competition, or differences 
founded upon natural distinctions, which 
are the only obstacle to a uniform tariff 
of rates proportionate to distance car- 
ried. The power of the Government to 
regulate is indisputable; ,tud, if disput- 
ed, is, uuder the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, set at rest. 


Shall the railway companies carry 


passengers and freight between points 
where \vatercraft may establish, or shall 
they abandon business with such points? 
There are certain fixed expenses connect- 
ed with conducting railroads that must 
be met by the earnings—operation and 
maintenance, cost of equipment, inter- 
est on capital employed in construction. 


The cost of operation and maintenance 


obtained, a fair remuneration on per- 
manent investment in construction and 
equipment fixed, the rates on the traffic 
should be gradually reduced as the vol- 
ume of business is increased. If the 
railway companies abandon business 
between localities having water com- 
munication, because uf low rates, the 
rnilroad advances its rates between non- 
competitive points. Assuming that the 
service to non-competitive points is per- 
formed at just and reasonable rates, it 
follows that the freight aud passengers, 
to and from competitive points, must 
be carried at rates fixed by the compe- 
tition. 


If railroad'companies were compelled 


by law to do business at competitive 
rates, which natural conditions have 
made necessary, bankruptcy must fol- 
low. 
To avoid that the roads wonld 


abandon competitive business and make 
local 
traffic meet their 
necessities. 


Hence any profit derived from compe- 
titive .business is a benefit to tho local 
shipper, as it tends to lesson local 
charges. 


THE COMPLAINT 


Is not of too high 'rates between non- 
competitive points, but by comparison 
they are in exees< of those for like serv- 
ice between competitive points. Hence 
the unpopularity of discnminatian. To 
carry between competitive points at less 
mileage rates than between intermediate 
points where no competition exists, is 
not an act of injustice.

ners the common law duty, and let all 
transportation companies be subject to 
it; let the burden of proof of reasonable- 
ness of rates be thrown upon the com- 
panies; let the State invoke the enforce- 
ment of remedies at common law when 
private parties might be deterred from 
seeking legal remedy. If unreasonable- 
ness is shown, let the carrier pay the 
cost of the proceeding as well aa the 
fine; if the carrier proves reasonableness 
let the State pay the costs. Such rules 
will be just to both carrier and shipper. 
Judicial investigation alone can deter- 
mine as to the justice oj injustice of 
transportation charges. 


TBS P.0LK OF ACTION. 


"If transportation companies will not 


be governed by an enlightened self-in- 
terest, nor make rates which the public 
can afford to pay, let judicial determi- 
nation be invoked, aud when proper 
ratss are so established let them remain 
in force until the business will warrant 
reductions. There should he no guess- 
ing at what can only be determined by 
ascertaining the cost and value of the 
service rendered, duly recognizing a 
reciprocity of interest between the pro- 
ducer and the carrier." 


The cheaper products of the State 


will bear only a low rate ol transporta- 
tion. The average rate on wheat for 
all distances does not exceed $2 50 by 
rail, and in no case exceeds $6. This 
is the maximum. 
To charge more 


would stop its production for general 
markets, and deprive the carrier of a 
return freight which wonld be profit- 
able to him, without being burdensome 
to the consumer. Hence there must be 
discrimination to favor the producer of 
the wheat. 
Tea and wheat move at 


like cost; bnt 15 cents on the tea and 2 
cents on the wheat is not unjust dis- 
crimination against the owner of the tea 
but is a just discrimination founded on 
the law of values. 
The ton of tea is 


thirty times the valne of tbe ton of 
wheat, and $5 per ton on the wheat 
bears heavier on the consumer than 
$150 per ton on the tea. Therefore a 
judicious classification of goods is in 
the interest of both shipper and carrier. 


COMPETITION. 


Most public complains of discrimina- 


tion are tbe result of competition. Take 
two competing roads, with like termini, 
but of unequal length. 'To forbid dif- 
ferential rates in such a case wonld di- 
rect all the business to the shorter road, 
i. e., the forbidding a road to charge 
less for the greater distance. If a nav- 
igable river competes with both roods, 
the enforcement of such a prohibition 
would shut off through business from 
both roads, because the low river rates 
would have to be met, and this wonld 
compel a raising of rates for intermedi- 
ate points on the road to make up tbe 
loss. 
The enforcement of the rale 


wonld tend to cause a combination of 
the transportation lilies and create a 
monopoly.
